Washington, Jan, 21. 

The fish and wildtife service 
came out fintly to-day against 
“fraternisation” between Ameri- 
ean and Japanese oysters, 

The service warned Atlantic 
and Gulf Stream’ states not to 
permit planting “of Japanese 
secd oysters. 

“Japanese oysters are ‘more 
prolific than the eastern oysters 
and if planted on natural beds 
of the two coasts would out- 
grow the native form and pos- 
sibly replace it,” the announce- 
ment said. : : 

It aald interbreeding of the 
two varietics produced a hybrid 
of doubtful quality’and the Ja- 
panese species may bring with 
them such pests as tho Jnpanese 
oyster drill, a kind of snail 
which {s difficult to destroy.

Sir.-You are no doubt fully 
aware of the recent “Wanchai 
Million Dollar Robbery” case fully 
raported in your esteemed paper 
which is most widely read by all 
the varlous communities of the 
Honwkong public, many of whom 
are my frignds who upon hearing 
of this most aad incident have all 
entended to mp their heartfelt ex- 
pressions” of sympathy for which 
1 now crave your indulgence to 
offer them my thanks, To the 
Hongkony public, particularly to 
all my various friends I feel it 
now my,duty to narrate the full 
story of how 1 come to be in pos- 
seasion of such a big number of 
brillinnts in the form of loose 
diamond, fowellertes, otc, ang of 
my intention of doing with them, 

About oisht years ago while a 
resident in Singapore, [ had: an 
unhappy experience of being made 
to suffor o grievance in the hands 
of a certain rich business man 
whose name, in fairness to his 
still functioning numerous con- 
cerns, 1 feel St still improper to 
disclose. After this incident 1 
then made a secret vow that my 
one intention {n life would be to 
avenge that erievance which was 
mowt unfairly directed against me, 
My one intention was that I 
should work very hard in onter 
to show that man that [ could 
make monev enough to outwoigh 
him by establishing an institution 
to comneto with his which was 
under his control at that time. , 
Therefore from that time onwards 
I in fnot exerted my utmost, in 
order that I might arrive at my 
grou! in the shortest possible time.

He attributed this alleged order

Tne Nationalists, on the other 
hand, had taken, nine towns since 
midnicht Jan. 14, the canse fire 
doadline, he said. ‘The Commun- 
ists had fought back where attack-

Chou augecsted that each should 
withdraw to the ‘positions occupied 
on. midnight Jan, 13. He declared 
the Communists ‘Were perfectly 
willing to abide by the decisions of 
the excutive hoadausrters at Pei- 
ping in this respect. 

Chou said that fivhting lad been 
dying down after Jann, 16 nnd 
Cinshes occurring since then were 
not serious, 

The Nationalists, he said, have 
boon reacting to pressure of public 
opinion and slowing down their 
operations. 

“The Cammunists,” Chou declar-
